TO HIS EXCELLENCY JOHN BARON WODEHOUSE, LORD LIEUTENANT GENERAL 
AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, &c. &c.&c. 



W E, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and cor- 
porate seal are hereunto annexed, beg leave, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Act 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37, to submit to your Excellency the Report 
of the proceedings of the Commissioners for the year which ended the 1 st of August 
1865, and to subjoin an account of their receipts and disbursements, distin- 
guishing the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived, and 
the specific purposes to which they have been applied; also, an account of their 
receipts and disbursements in relation to Primate Boulter's and Primate Robin- 
son’s Funds. 

The sura appropriated at the usual annual special meeting of the Board in 
December 1864, for the several Church Works of this year, amounted to 
58,562/. 8j. 2 c?.; of this sum, 4,938?. 7 s. was set apart towards the 
completion of IS Churches undertaken in former years, and 17,710?. towards 
erecting 15 Parish aud District Parochial Churches, 1,355?. Is. 2c?. to 
complete the amounts required for the enlargement of 16 Churches already 
■partially provided for, and 8,055 7. towards the enlarjjement of 22 other Churches, 
and tlie residue, amounting to 26,504?., was appropriated to the repairs of 
Churches, and for fencing Churchyards, including the expenses connected with 
carrying out these several works.

In the sum of 17,710/. above mentioned is included 7,550/., granted in the 
previous year towards the erection of six of the Parish Churches, which are now 
included in this Report, inasmuch as the grants made in previous years were 
afterwards rescinded, the conditions on which same were then made not having 
been complied with within the period prescribed by the Board ; and in the sum 
of 8,055 /. is included 1,225 granted in the previous year towards the enlarge- 
ment of six of the Churches, which are also included in this Report, inasmuch 
as the grants then made were afterwards rescinded for a like reason.

And a sum of 274 /. 4 s. 6 d. has been granted for completing the works in 14 
of the cases of this class mentioned in former year’s' Reports. 

The subscriptions fi’ora private sources received within the year, in aid of the 
building, rebuilding, enlarging, and improvement of Churches and Licensed 
Houses of Worship, have amounted to the sum of 15,935/. 4^. 6 d. 

A Chapel of Ease, in the Parish of Ballysodere, in the Diocese of Achonry, 
built at the sole expense of the late Edward Joshua Cooper, of Markree Castle, 
in the county of Sligo, has been taken under charge. 

A sum of 683 / .6 s. 3 d. New Three per Cent. Stock, has been transferred to the 
Commissioners by the Earl of Belmore, and accepted by them as an Augmenta- 
tion of the Perpetual Curacy of Garvery, in the Diocese of Clogher. 

Tile Commissioners have, during the year, out of the Perpetuity Purchase 
Fund , granted loans on mortgage to the amount of 1 1 ,007 /. 8 s. 3 d., for building, 
improving, and repairing Glebe Houses in the following cases :

The Commissioners regret that owing to the present state of their funds, and 
the many very urgent demands upon them, they have not been able this year to 
allocate any sum towards the further Augmentation of small Benefices. 

Under the 3Ist section of the 23 & 24 Viet. c. 150, tlje Commissioners 
relinguished the further collection of the Instalments payable on foot of the loans 
made by the Board of First Emits, for buiiding Glebe Houses in the parish of 
Lachagh, in the Diocese of Kildare, and of Ratimspeek, in the Diocese of 
Ardtigh. 

By the half-yearly returns of promotions, it appears that appointments have 
been made within the year to 92 Benefices, consisting of 11 dignities, 7 prebends, 
and 74 parochial benefices j of these 32 appear to be subject to ecclesiastical 
tax. 

With reference to the vacancy which toolc place in the Prebend of Lischeary, 
m the Diocese of Cork, not having cure of souls, within the meaning of the 
statutes, the Commissioners recommended the appointment to it to be sus- 
pended, with which recommendation your Excellency and the Privy Council were 
pleased to comply, and the emoluments of the Prebend have been transferred to 
the Commissioners, who have granted a Stipend for a Curate, who has been 
appointed and licensed by the Bishop for the performance of the duties of the 
parish. 

The United Benefices of Modeligo and Kilgobinet, in the Diocese of Lismore, 
in which Divine Service had not been celebrated within the three years next, 
proceeding the 1st of February 1833, having become vacant, the Commissioners 
nave suspended^ the appointment of a Clerk thereto, and have assigned a salary 
to a neighbouring Clergyman for discharging the occasional duties of the 
parish. 

Fifteen applications for the purchase of Perpetuities have been received, 
and the sum realised from this source within the year has amounted to 
2,386 1. 6 s. 7 d.; and, for the liquidation of mortgages granted for perpetuity 
purchases effected in former years, a sum of 594 1. 3 s. 3 d. has been paid.

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The following sums have been invested in Government Securities, 2,612/. 9 s. Id. 
to the credit of the Insurance Fund, and, temporarily, 12,401/. 15 s. out of 
the General Fund, pending the execution of the works for which contracts have 
been entered into. 

The annual account of the Trust Fund arising under Bishop Gore’s will, 
from the impropriate tithes of Cahir Parish, in the Dioc^e of Lismore, has been 
furnished by the Commissioners to the Bishop of Cashel, Waterford, and Lismore. 
pursuant to the direction of the Court of Chancery.
